AN ORDINANCE approving City of Fort 
Wayne Resolution to purchase real estate 
from the Fort Wayne Redevelopment Com- 
mission. 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 

SECTION 1. That the Resolution of the City of Fort 
Wayne, Department of Redevelopment, adopted December 11, 1972, 
said property being: 

Lot 24, TOGETHER with those parts of Lots 23, 22 and 21, 
lying Southwesterly of the right-of-way of former New 
York, Chicago, and St. Louis Railroad, now the Norfolk 
and Western Railway, as established by the Michael Baker, 

Jr. Survey of 1947 in COUNTY ADDITION; 

ALSO, Lots 35,36,37, EXCEPT the South 22 feet thereof, 
TOGETHER with those Parts of Lots 38 and 39, EXCEPT 
the South 22 feet thereof, lying Southerly and Westerly 
of 2290 square feet of land conveyed to the former New 
York Chicago and St. Louis Railroad Company by Instrument 
recorded in Deed Record 484, pages 375-376; 

TOGETHER with VACATED alleys situated between and adjacent 
to the aforesaid lots; 

ALL being a Part of COUNTY ADDITION to the City of Fort 
Wayne as re-copied and recorded in Plat Book "0", page 
3, in the Office of the Recorder of Allen County; 

and by metes and bounds described as follows to-wit: 

Commencing at the Northwest corner of Lot 24 in 
said COUNTY ADDITION, defined as the intersection of the 
South line of Columbia Street by the East line of 
Lafayette Street as platted; thence North 78 degrees

line of Lafayette Street, a distance of 292 feet to the 
point of beginning; containing 69,650 square feet, more 
or less, or, 1.599 acres, more or less; 

ALSO, Part of Lot 40 TABER'S ADDITION to the City of Fort 
Wayne, Indiana, as recopied and recorded in plat "0", page 
6, in the office of the Recorder of Allen County, lying 
Southwesterly of the right-of-way of the former New York, 
Chicago and St. Louis Railroad, now the Norfolk and Western 
Railway, as established by the Michael Baker, Jr. survey 
of 1947, known as "Old Fort Park" and by metes and bounds 
described as follows to-wit: 

Commencing on the West line of said Lot 40 being 
coincidental with the East line of Lot 39 in COUNTY ADDI- 
TION to the City of Fort Wayne as recopied and recorded 
in Plat Book "O" , page 3 at a point situated 22 feet 
normally distant Northerly of the North line of Main 
Street and 22.3 feet North of the South corner of said 
Lot 40; thence North 1 degree 30 minutes West (adjusted 
Baker bearing), a distance of 95.4 feet, more or less, 
to the Southwesterly right-of-way line of said railroad; 
thence South 58 degrees 20 minutes East on the line afore- 
said, a distance of 131.1 feet to the West line of Clay 
Street as in said plat of TABER'S ADDITION established; 
thence South 33 degrees 16 minutes West, a distance of 
4.3 feet, more or less, to a point situated 22 feet 
normally distant North of the North line of Main Street; 
thence South 78 degrees 20 minutes West on a line parallel 
to said Main Street, a distance of 108.4 feet to the point 
of beginning; containing 5350 square feet or, 0.123 acres, 
more or less; 

The two tracts heretofore described have a COMBINED AREA 
of 75,000 square feet or, 1.722 acres.
